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17. Article 78 is miportant -inaMiiucIt as it absolves tndivirhjal 
ittfficcTS from personal liability for any losses suffered by the Club 
winch are the vesuil of action authorized by the Clnh, unless, of 
course, they result from the dishonesty of the individual eoncerneid. 

18. Article 79 provides lor the indeiunity of any mcmbcT or 
servant of the Chib—a provision to wliidi no nieinlter is likely to 
object, when it is realised that tiie administration of the Club is 
noWj and in the. future is still likely to be. ui the bands of honorary 
officers who may not be versed in the intricacies of company law. 

'Hte Club's new siniclure, inevituhly, will make, jjrcaler demands 
jon its officers —jiariicnlHrly on the Secretary, who, as the public 
officer, will have to see that the affairs of the Club are conducted 
In accordance with the Articles of .Association To enalde him tu 
do this conscientiously and effectively, so that sr-pte pi irate leisure 
iuay leniain, if is certain (Imt all niemhers will lie ever leady and 
willing' to assist to the l>esl oi ilieir individual ability and in every 
possilile way.

Oil September 20lii, die Club wai l>eicl( of aiiotlier of its oldest and most 
revered members. Dr. Sutton h.7d been a mc.mber for .vliTirj.>t fifty years, 
having joined ip Wovenilier, lyfJO. We was elctleil to liOuorai'y ilitmbcfsbip 
at the Diamond Jubilee mreting in Tune, 19‘I0. but for sever,ol ycar.s past 
had been unable to attend mceiings through faitiivg health. 

President for 1915/1916. Honorary I Ibrarian for nineteen years (June, 
1924-Juiie, 194J), acting Eililor rxn several ncrasiwis and a roember of tlic 
Plant Names Committee from its■ inception (August, 1907) to June, 1943, 
Dr. Sutton was one of the most active, dependable workers the Club has 
known. He led numerous cxcnrsioiij and contributed .several informatisa: 
papers to the journal, the more •autstauding ones being fin diroiio'.ogital 
order):

Tie travelled In many parts of oiir State and made 
the genus Encalyphis his pliief study—^al the time of his death he was 
engaged on an ambiriotis work cmbr.sciuR the distribution of all .Austraban 
euralypts. His private collecPoii of dried plants was handed over lo the 
National Hcrharium earlier this yc.ar, through the courtesy of Mr. Don 
Greenwood; icigelhcr with ilie recently uerjuired Tudgell c<Plect>on, it now 
forms .1 valuable .adjunct to that large repertory.
